In April he decided to locate 
his plant in Mount Vernon, and immediate- 
ly purchased an enormoys tract of land 
thére. In May the ground was broken for. 
one of the finest steel casting plants in the 
country, and ever since he has been hard 
at work with all the men he could secure 
pushing the plant to completion. The walls 
of the main building, which is 175x515 feet, 
are nearing completion. Another building 
of 165x65 feet is ready for the roof, and the 
foundations are being laid for a power- 
house and gas plant 836x174 feet in size. Two

The 
other teeth were sound. 


From descriptions furnished by Tony 
Hetzler, one of the boye who found the 
head, and of others who saw it while it lay 
in the boat, it vas apparently that of a man 


as was the slight mustache. The nose was 
small and straight, and the jaw heavy and 
prominent. The forehead was high and 
broad, and the face was that of an intelll- 
gent man. The hair was straight and about 
two inches long over the forehead. -The 
features were narrow, and the lineaments 
would indicate that the man was heavi'y 
bullt. 

The Chicago police say that no person an- 
swering this description is in the list of dis- 
appearances reported to them. However, 
Cedar Lake is a resort patronized much by 
people from this city, and the head may be- 
long to the body of some one who resided 
here. 

The sack in which the head was found 
probably was once used for a coffee sack. 
It was about a yard long and was tied about 
the middle. In the part in which the head 
was wrapped is an aperture about three 
inches long, and it is believed that a stone 
was placed in the sack with the head to sink 
it. In dragging it to the surface of the lake 
it is thought the stone fell from the-sack, 
which was rotting from its stay in the water 
or the action of lime or other corrosive sub- 
stances. The sack bore no _ discernible 
marks, but it has been preserved and will 
be subjected to a closer investigation. The 
appearance of the sack would indicate that 
it had been in the water at least six months. 


Believes Quicklime Was Used. 

Sheriff Lawrence advanced the theory that 
quicklime was also placed in the sack, and 
this, in his opinion, explains the crumbling 
of the bones. The upper and lower jaws 
and one of the vertebre were the only 
bones which had resisted the action of the 
lime or water. The head had been severed 
between the first and second vertebra. 
The implement evidently was some sharp 
instrument, as the flesh was not hacked. 
The Sheriff believes that the head was 
brought from Chicago or Indianapolis dur- 
ing the early part of the summer and thrown 
from a boat. No man has been missed from 
the district about Lake County for several 
years who would answer the description 
given by the persons who viewed the head. 
While feéling sure that a murder has been 
committed, the Sheriff or other officials will 
make no effort to drag the lake for the re- 
mainder of the body uniess the head is iden- 
tified. The lake is a favorite resort for resi- 
dents of Indianapolis as well as Chicago. 
Many. of them, of course, carry valisés or 
baskets containing lunch while in the boats, 
and it would neve been an easy matter to 
dispose of the héad or other parts of the 
body. None of the residents about the scene

| PRESBYTERY MEETS TODAY WITH 


Vote on the Westminster Confession of 
Faith Probably Will Be Deferred to 
Adjourned Meeting a Week Henee— 
Little Deubt Felt of Majority for 
‘Revision, but the Manner of Making 

It Is in Dispute—Old Controversy

Several hundred ministers and laymen will 
go to Peotone, III., this morning to attend 
the annual meeting of the Chicago Presby- 
tery. The party will leave in a special car 
over the Illinois Central railroad at 8:36 
o'clock and return this evening. It will be 
impossible to dispose of all the business on 
hand and several adjourned meetings will 
de held later. 

One of the most important questions to be 
taken up is the vote on the request for a 
revision of the Westminster confession of 
faith, which involves the essential features 
of the teachings of Calvin. This subject 
was considered by the church at its last 


referred back to the differemt presbyteries. 
Every presbytery in the United States will 
vote on the proposition. It is stated that 
„this matter will come up at an adjourned 
meeting one week from today in the Second 
Presbyterian Church of this-city. 

At the adjourned meeting the following | 
three questions will be placed before the 
members of that body and a vote will be 
taken:

Fears Possible Holdup. 


“As I was running my engine along a lone- 
‘some strip of woods one dark and dismal 
night,” said he, I thought that that would 
be a good place for a hold up. I began to 
look around as though I expected to see 
somebody there for that purpose, I don't 
know what caused me to have such feelings, 
for I had not been thinking of anything of the 
kind. A thought then struck me, Why don't 
they provide some way for the engineer to 
signal the train crew when he sees that there 
is danger of an attack by train robbers. 
Then they could put their lights out, get 
their guns, and be prepared to meet the 
ehemy. Putting the light out is essential, 
for the robber would know at once that the 
crew was dead on to him. I have provideda 
way by which the lights may be put out by 
pressing a button. They are all extinguished 
at once and in a twinkling. A gun may also 
be fired repeatedly by touching a button. 
The invention is not yet in practical use, but 
Iexpect to equip a train and make a test at

: Protected Train in Use. 

One of the trains now in operation be- 
tween Chicago and New York, which car- 
ries express matter exclusive'y and is often 
heavily laden with money and other valua- 
bles, is said to run under a code of signals 


} between the engineer, messengers, and train- 


men. Under this system the engineer knows 
when anything unusual is taking place any- 
where on the train and the trainmen know 
when the engineer has sighted anything 
in the least degree suspicious. Of course, 
this train is always well guarded. The 
wheels have not stopped rolling when all 
hands are off the cars, closely scanning the 
train from one end to the other. When it 
starts they are on the watch to see that no 
one flips on the blind end or any other end 
ot a car. If any one does the train is stopped 
and the intruder ejected. 

In addition, this train hauls an armored 
caboose, in which there is an apartment 
lined with steel plates. are holes 
in the plates, through which rifles may be 
in operation, and the room is fitted 
with racks on which there is a sufficient 
number of riot guns to head off a small 
army.

A number of his friends 
called on him during the afternoon and made 
offers of assistance as soon as he is able 
physically to resume his business. Mr. Peters 
declares it to be his intention to pay all his 
obligations if he lives. 

“T have not been out of the city since 
Sept. 10,” said Mr. Peters, and any one 
wishing to see me could have done so had 
he called at the house. I me number 
of my creditors on Aug. 28 to for 
a settlement. I agreed to pay all the claims 
standing against me if they would allow me 
time. 

I was unfortunate enough to shoot myself 
in the foot on Labor day and was in the hos- 
pital until Sept. 10. On my return I again 
sought to meet my creditors, but some had 
changed their minds, and it was impossible 
te effect a settlement. Asa result of the two 
trips down-town I almost lost my foot from 
blood poisoning. 

The removal of the burden from my shoul-

Regulates Purity ot Gas. 


FA se? commisison is also charged with the

Complaints regarding the quality of gas 
furnished individual consumers arc numer- 
ous, and are promptly investigated, although 
in a great many cases, of cotirse, they are 
found to be not well grounded. Some, how- 
ever, are based on actual grievances, and in 
every instance where gas of an inferior 
standard is offered the commission orders 
an immediate improvement, and its inspect- 
oo to it that the orders are complied 


There was one case, in Athol, where com- 
plaint was made that the gas furnished was 
of an inferior quality, and an inspector 
found on three Separate examinations that 
_| the gas actually contained carbonic oxide, as 
|| follows: 29.17, 30.42, and 30.02 per cent. The 

legal limit of carbonic oxide allowed under 
the law and the rules of the commission is 10

“Innumerable complaints are received 
from corporations and individuals that they 
are charged for more gas or electricity than 
they are using, and every complaint of this 
nature is investigated. 

Complete Annual Reports Required. 

“The commission requires and exacts 
from each corporation and individual sell- 
ing gas or electric light an annual report of 
the most searching and minute character re- 
garding every detail of their business. 

must furnish the board with the names 
of their stockholders, the amounts of their 
holdings, the total indebtedness of the com- 
panies or individuals, the assessed and 
actual values of their properties, the cost 
of manufacturing in detail, the relation 
which it bears to the capital invested, the 
amount of dividends paid and the actual 
outlay and income in every department of 
the business. 

These regulations are enforced impar- 
tially on the chartered companies, the indi- 
viduals and the municipalities which own 
their own planta, 

“There are in Massachusetts eighteen 
municipal plante which come under the 


gas and electrie light 
teo, and fifteen of them sell electric- 
ity and operate electric lighting plants 
alone. They have to report in detail 
the number of lights they run, whether arc 
or incandescent, how many nights a month 
the street lamps are lighted and how many 
hours the incandescents are burned in mu- 
nicipal offices, the cost ef each; what per- 
centage of profit or loss it bears to the 
money invested in the plant, and the operat- 
ing expenses, etc, The municipalities hav- 
ing lighting plants also sell commercially 
and they have to report in full in regard to 
the details of that ent of the busi- 
ness. 


Strong Opposition at the Start. 


“ There was strong opposition to the com- 
mission .when it first was suggested, and 
thé law. creating it was fought bitterly in 
tis Legislature, especially by the compa- 
nies organized and chartered in other States. 
The arguments put forth by them were sub- 
stantially that they were doing a private 
business, under the charters of other States, 
and they objected to the propo paternal 
system of supervision which it was proposed 
to give them. 

The results achieved by the commission 
have been all that the advocates of the sys- 
tem could have desired. It has, for one 
thing, eliminated from the State all cor- 
porations with watered stock, and it has 
made the gas and electric lighting compa- 
nies safe and desirable as an investment. 
It has demanded and secured a standard 
and satisfactory supply and quality of gas 
and electric lights, and it has steadily had 
the effect of lowering the prices to consum- 
ers, while it has guaranteed them the best 
of service. 

“From the inception of the commission 
‘until today no company organized for the 
purpose of selling or electric light has 
endeavored to co into Massachusetts to 
do business under 4 charter of another State, 
and no fictitious values are represented in 
any of them now here. Under the critical 
supervision of the commission those com- 
panies chartered in other States which were 
doing business in Massachusetts when the 
commission was organized have either sold 
out and left the State or have taken out new 
charters under the laws of Massachusetts. 


Knows Condition of Every Plant. 


“The commission must, and it does, know 
to a penny the actual condition of every 
company, municipality, or individual en- 
gaged as a purveyor of gas or electricity 
for lighting purposes. The reports must 
not only be made in the most minute detail, 
but they must be sworn to, and then the 
books, papers, and affairs of each and every 
corporation, municipality, and individual 
must always be open to the inspection of 
the members of the commission or their 

ntatives. 

The commission, in addition to supervis- 
ing the financial and business affairs of the 
companies, also regulates the manner, kind, 
and quality of gaspipes to be used, the man- 
ner of placing them, and also regulates the 
laying of wires, cables, conduits, etc., of the 
electric wires. It has adopted regulations 
looking for the greatest degree of safety to 
the public, to property, and to the employés 
of the gas and electric lighting companies, 
and it is constantly on the lookout for im- 
provements which still further will protect 
life and property. 


All Accidents Investigated. 


“The commission investigates every 
death and accident by gas or electricity in 
the State, and in each instance where it 
finds that any given precaution would have 
averted the casualty or would be likely to 
avert another of similar mature, regulations 
23 to assure that measure of safety 

are adopted. 

“In the commission's annual report, pre- 
eented to the Legislature this year, it re- 
ports accidents by escaping gas in the State 
during one year to be 134, causing the death 
of G persons and the injury of 69, 78 per 
Sent of the fatalities being in Boston.

ROOSEVELT ENTERS NEBRASKA. 


Republican Nominee Will Devote Four 
Days to a Campaign Tour of 


Bryan’s State. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 

Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 80.—[ Special. ]— 
Governor Roosevelt spent an exceedingly 
quiet day. Except fora luncheon with Sena- 
tor Beveridge he met no one of importance 
and took all the rest he could before open- 
ing the fifth week of his campaign in Ne- 
braska. He left Kansas City at midnight 
for Falls City, Neb., where his first speech 
will be made tomorrow morning. 

The nominee for the Vice Presidency heard 
the Rev. W. P. George preach at the West- 
minster Presbyterian Church and said after 
the sermon was ended that it was one of the. 
best he had ever listened to. Mr. George had 
for his subject a special sermon on The 
Men Who Voted for Fremont in 1856 and 
for Lincoln in 1880.“ He called them the 
“old boys.“ Many of these men were in 
the audience. They had attended the Roose- 
velt meeting the night before at urdale 
in a body and were pleased to see the Gov- 
ernor at their services. 

The Governor took a horseback ride late 
in the afternoon and was the guest at lunch- 
eon of Publisher Nelson of the Star. He re- 
fused to meet any visitors during the day. 

Up to this evening the Governor traveled 
8,625 miles since Sept. 5 and made over 200 
political speeches. He has been in fourteen 
States and met as many as 15,000 persons a 
day. Henry C. Payne of the National com- 
mittee has 8 him that he need not 
make more than three campaign speeches 
a day in Nebraska. 


Every prominent Illinois Republican who 
can come, besides all of the State and Con- 
gressional candidates, will, it is expected, be 
in Chicago next Saturday.

New York, Sept. 80.—[Special.J]—For the 
first time in its history the Police department 
is now face to face in a fight with the united 
churches of New York City. Bishop Potter 
heads this formidable movement. Allied 
with him and other prominent clergymen of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church are: Dr. 
Parkhurst, representing a great body of 
Presbyterians, and whose crusade 
vice a few years ago is still fresh in the 
memory of New-Yorkers; Father Healey of 
the Roman Catholic Church, an energetic 
and influential priest; many Jewish rabbis, 
the heads of numerous congregations; and 
| the societies for the suppression of vice and 
the promotion of good government. 

This, as the Rev. Dr. Paddock of the Pro- 
Cathedral says, is not a crusade of purists. 
It is the concerted action of practical and 
business-like individuals, who are determined 
to put an end to the system of police black- 
mail by which nearly $5,000,000 are annually 
exacted from lawbreakers for the privilege 
of robbing, swindling, sandbagging, and 
cheating with impunity. 


To the Mayor Direct. 


The charges to be brought will be made, 
not to the Board of Police Commissioners, 
who have smothered such things in the past, 
but to the Mayor, and the Police Commis- 
sloners themselves will be asked for expla- 
nations. Should Mayor Van Wyck wish to 
do so he can, with the consent of Governor 
Roosevelt, remove the board from office. 

In the past crusades against the vice ram- 
pant in the city have been conducted mainly 
by Dr. Parkhurst and his Society for the 
Suppression of Vice.

Roland 
Reed is the actor and A Modern Crusoe 
is the play. With a stress on the comic the 
program's quotation fits, and the fact that 
the accented word has two meanings does 
not do any harm. The play will amuse a 
good many persons, and it was with that in- 
tent that it was made grotesque et weird. 
That is much better than having the same 
qualities come by accident. 

It ts just as well, however, that Mr. Reed 


is well acquainted with himself. If he had 


not been the clown at the right moments 
it would have been bad for the play. It he 
hed not possessed a following which likes 
his peculiarities the result also might not 


‘have been so pleasant. But as it was the 


machinery did not even threaten to break. 
The modern Crusoe in the case is one 
Drexel Ward, who, at the play's beginning, 
has reached a point where he is able to press 
buttons and have other persons do the rest. 
He says so himself and says it with empha- 
sis.

The 
millionaire has no wish to travel on his own 
floating palace until he finds that the Prince 
is becoming attentive to his pretty niece 
Lydia.

This means that you are putting 
into the hands of the Germans additional 
power to draw bullion from our market and 
we are quite sure that the German bankers 
will not be slow to avail themselves of this 
opportunity. All I hear from Germany in- 
dicates an increase of pressure there week 
by week from now till perhaps quite theend 
of the year. 


German Bankers Overloaded. 


The German bankers are loaded to the 
ceiling with securities in industrial, and 
particularly in electrical, undertakings into 
which their manufacturers and large con- 
tractors have launched with avidity all over 
the world, one may say, and are wholly | 
unable to find money for such enterprises 
as still remain to be financed. It is the same 
in Vienna and almost the same in France, 
in spite of the enormous amount of money 
poured into that republic by the exhibition. 
I heard this week,for example, of a large firm 
of Berlin electrical engineers who have un- 
dertaken to construct an electrical tramway 
in Scotland and cannot find the money, either 
in Germany or here. It has tried all the 
markets and failed. In like manner a 
Viennese firm, which has successfully bid 
for similar work on hand in Ireland, has 
not even been able to raise at home the cau- 
tion money necessary to secure the con- 
tract. These are straws which indicate how 
the wind 


Capital Scarce at Home. 


At home it is equally difficult to lay hold ot 
capital for any purpose, and the amount of 
unplaced securities now carried on borrowed 
money is something that makes prudent 
people gasp with dismay when some sudden 
lurch of the market reveals to them a frag- 
ment of the truth. All this indicates that 
we are to have a difficult time in money from 
now onward, and I also look for. another 
considerable war loan before the end of the 
year. Our treasury figures this week show 
the government to be sorely pressed for 
means in spite of the plentiful assistance it 
has had. This being the position I need not 
enlarge upon the Stock Exchange prospects 
or hopes. The wonder to me always is that 
prices maintain themselves as they do, but 
the fact is everybody is holding on with 
grim determination and waiting for the boom 
they all believe is assured when peace comes. 
I see no boom; on the contrary, many 
branches of industry not directly sustained 
by government expenditure are showing 
signs of distress, and men from Lancashire 
and Scotland shake their heads and say, 
“ We fear a black winter.”

Officials. of the local Subtreasury say that 
there is no famine in small bills here, as 
in New York. The demand for notes of 
small denominations, however, is great this 
year. Bankers with large 
try correspondents, report 
shipping quantities of ‘bills 1 * 
terior to meet the requests of their cus- 
tomers. On account of the crop movements 
as well as activity in retail trade at this 
Beason the demand for small bills is al- 
ways general from the country, but this 
year it is greater than ever before, as the 
supply is smaller. 

The small supply, it is — out, is due 
to the new currency bill passed last March. 
This provided that national banks, in tak- 
ing out circulation, could have only one- 


third of the amount in $5 notes. Some * 


the banks took out as much of their circu- 
lation as the law allowed in the small notes, 
but others selected the bills of larger de- 


nominations. Another feature of the law 


requires Treasury notes of 1890 to be can- 


celed and retired when recetved into the 


Treasury and silver certificates to be issued 


in their place, and provides that silver cer- 
tificates should be issued only in denomina- 


tions of $10 and less. 
In Chicago the demand for small notes 


is so constant that the Subtreasury ships 


them out as rapidly as they come in, and 


does not even keep a supply on hand to meet 
emergencies. In New York the demand is 


greatest for $5 notes, and after that for $10 


and at bills. The supply of $1 and §2 bills 


there is large enough to meet all require-.

Dealers Oan Dispose Openly of All 
‘Kinds—Want to Have Laws oy 


The commission men on Bout water 
street will be privileged to expose all game 
for sale today. The law, which went ger 
effect a year ago, prohibits the sale of game 
during the month of September except 
ducks, plover, bear, woodcock, and snipe. 
This hae worked a hardship on Chicago, as 
the game season in all the Hastern mar- 
kets opens Sept. 1. Quantities of partridge, 
grouse, prairie chickens, and quall have 
been shipped from the West to Hastern 
markets, which would have found thelr way 
to Chicago had it been legal to sell them. 
Game dealers have plans under way to have 
the new law amended so as to have the 
season in Illinois begin Sept. 25 

The new federal law, known as the Lacey 
act, is interfering greatly with the game 
business. But two States— Missouri and 
Nebraska—heve no law prohibiting the ship- 
ment of game from their borders. From 
these States must come the buik of the 
game birds unless there are shippers who 
will take chances with the United States law.

Dr. Charles R. Henderson Returns from 


Cleveland—Crime Laboratories the 
Most Interesting Topic. 


Dr. Charles R. Henderson, Vice President 
of the National Prison association and 
chaplain of the University of Chicago, has 
just returned from the prison congress held 
at Cleveland on Sept. 22 to 26. In addition 
to a large number of persons who are study- 
ing prisons from. a scientific standpoint,

wardens and chaplains of prisons from all 
parts of the United States, Mexico, and Can- 
ada were in attendance. 

The most striking subject discussed was 
the movement to introduce into all large 
prisons a laboratory for the study of crim- 
inology. Both scientific theorists and prac- 
tical wardens were in favor of the project, 
and it is probable that the first prison la- 
boratory will be established at the federal 
prison at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., which 
is under the charge of R. W. McClaughry 
formerly of Chicago. 

The dietary of the Connecticut State Prison 
was shown, and the cost of feeding one 
prisoner for a day at that institution was 
eight cents, and for the insane nine cents. 
This was good, clean food, sufficient to sup- 
port a workingman. Dr. Henderson be- 
lieves that in this the secret of relieving the 
poverty of the poor will be found. 

“New York is five years ahead of us in 
dealing with the tramp question,’’ said Dr. 


Henderson, and their municipal lodging- 


houses are the only practical solution of the 
evil. Private societies may establish lodg- 
ing-houses and wood yards for the tramps, 
but unless they are given the authority to 
force the tramps to work they can do noth- 
ing with the hardened vagabond.
